REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
> Claims 21-23, 26-28, 30-35, 76-78, 81-82 and 84-89 are allowed. 

Applicants arguments filed 1 1/06/2009 have been fiiUy considered and they overcome the 
rejection of claims over Clarke (US 2003/0026754) and Shibuta (US 5,853,877) in view of 
Clarke (US 2003/0026754). Further, there is no motivation in the prior arts to modify the 
characteristics of the fibril dispersions in their processes. A detailed search was carried out that 
did not result in any new prior art that either teaches or fairly suggest applicants method of 
making the elecroconductive ink comprising the combination of specific components, process 
steps, components processed therein and the characteristics of the conductive ink. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
